WAR IS FOR EVERYONE 

The first reports from the Pacific, 
and thoic that have followed, go 
beyond the worst nightmares of 
many in the extent of damage to 
life and strength that has occurred. 
Vincent Shcean, Just arrived Mon" 
day night from the Far East, report» 
ed that American naval losses in 
the first thirty-six hours of action 
arc greater than those suffered by 
the British since the war began. 

No reports have iKsen officially 
confirmed stating the full extent of 
American losses. It can only be as- 
sumed th^t there his come, what 
many have said America has need- 
ed—an equivalent of Dunkiric— to 
learn what this war must mean. 

The uncertainty and agony of 
learning what the first strokes of 
the Axis against the United States 
have counted in blood is fast work- 
ing on the American people, bring- 
ing the realization that blood and 
steel must be spent and that noth- 
ing is secure but the acceptance of 
total war ai^ the courage to fight 
in the face of great losses. 

And on Dartmouth College the 
American Dunkirk in the Pacific 
has brought stark silence and 
twittings inside individuals, the 
agony of knowing that the fight 
must be made, and soon, by all of 
ui. Laughter and humor . lies low 
and falls flat when it tries to rise. 

In the silence of their own think- 
ing many arc now waiting, in 
agony, for the decision to came. 
Many make the deadline Christmas 
vacation: "I'll enlist then, if I can: 
if I can't I'll come back, maybe." 
The decisions of the individuals are 
what will determine the action; 
there Is no waj; for the decision to 
be made for the whole College. 
War is for the single individual; 
the men of Dartmouth College must 
make their own decisions. 

For those who have decided to 
enlist, for those who will not re- 
turn after the _ holidays— and they 
are perhaps more than we think- 
there is nothing to be said. The de> 
clsion belongs to every one of us, 
individually; when it has been 
made it belongs to the maker. It 
can only be hoped that it has not 
been forced, that it has been made 
with sure and intelligent convic- 
tion. 

For those who feel the value of a 
degree or at least a definite mark- 
ing point for a degree to be of 
greater importance than their en- 
rollment in the armed forces, their 
decision too is their own and its 
fulfillment as. grave a responsibility 
to the strength of the nation as be- 
ing a part of the army, navy or 
marines. 

And for those undecided: there 
has been no definite demand for 
men. The facilities of enrolling and 
putting into training new recruits 
may. In the face of the rush of vol- 
unteers, be jammed. Entrance into 
training may be delayed so that the 
present semester can be completed, 
perhaps the year. Under such cir- 
cumstances it would be unwise not 
to complete as much of the year's 
work as possible. 

And to the whole College: This is 
a war for all of us. The College can 
not keep us out of it even if it 
would desire to. The decision to 
fight must be faced by all of us. 
There is no deferment. If e'ach man 
makes his own decision, ascertain- 
ing for himself what individual 
course of action will be most use- 
ful to the nation in this war, there 
is no more to be said. But for those

U. of T. Confers 
Degree On 
McGill Dean 



Dean Ernest Brown, head of the 
faculty of Engineering, will be hon- 
oured tonight with a degree being 
conferred upon him by the Univer- 
sity of Toronta 

Designer of Canada's first con- 
crete ship Introduced during the 
first World War as a steel-saving 
measure. Dean Brown has been at 
McGill since 1805. He became dean 
in 1031 following the death of H. M. 
Mackay. 

During recent years he has been 
engaged in the testing of models of 
water turbins in order to increase 
the efficiency of Canada's power 
installation. 

Dean Brown was bora in Lan- 
cashire, England, and received his 
engineering training at University 
College, Liverpool, and in London, 
England. He came to McGUl as as- 
sistant professor in the department 
of Civil Engineering and Applied 
Mechanics. He was later made as- 
sociate and then full protcssor of 
Applied Mathematics and Hydraul- 
ics. , , 

Among other activities in public 
welfare, Dean Brown has studied 
the properties of ice in connection 
with the St Lawrence Waterway.

Dean Rejects 
Bonus Sdieme 

Neville Calls 
Credits Idea 
"Sympathy Racket" 

Dr. N. J. Cody, President of the 
University of Toronto announced 
last week that a bonus on exam- 
InaUon marks may be granted to 
those men In the Canadian Officers 
Training Corps. Dr. Cody said that 
each faculty had drawn up Its own 
regulations In respect to the grant- 
ing of credits for military toabilng, 
according to. conditions obtained 
within the faculty work. Any bonus 
allowed is granted In accordance 
with the recommendation of the 
C.O.T.C. br training centre battalion. 

In most cases provisions have 
been made for the granting of 
bonuses for military training for 
students who are on the border line 
or slightly below the required 
standing. A l>onus also may be 
granted where it would bring a stu- 
dent from second class Into first 
class honors. 

Dean K. P. R. NcvlUe of the Uni- 
versity of Western Ontario was 
very firm in his denounclatlon of 
this scheme referring to It as a 
"sympathy racket." He said that 
the proposal was contrary to an 
agreement reached at a conference 
of Canadian Universities held two 
years ago. "Iliese lads have a 
chance of getting commissions out 
of their training," he said, "that's 
recompense enough."

Students, perhaps more than any, rea 
lize the issues involved in this war— they 
believe in those principles involved, and 
they are ready to. fight for them— -or to 
study for them. 

Which side of the question are we to 
believe? Students don't come to the uni 
versitics because they seek to escape mili- 
tary 6er\'ice. They come because they have 
been told time and time again that their 
potential skill and leadership will be need 
ed in the future, that they can be of more 
service in university than by lending their 
efiforts immediately in the armed forces. 

Students, however, are human. This is 
the outstanding fact that most people have 
forgotten. Students can not all be expected 
to be sober-minded leaders of the future, 
champions of democracy in the armed 
■forces, and hard working scholars without 
also seeking a relief in some way or an 
other. 

No doubt the engineers will be severely 
criticized; for their "Campus Queen Con- 
test," for their "Daily," and for their 
"Banquet." Wc submit that all these three 
were to be expected. In the face of execs 
eive pressure, an excessive reaction is the 
natural result.

Occasionally out of the welter of "who done 
It" murder mystery films, a picture appears 
that manages to escape run-oMhc mill trite- 
ness. Such a picture is "Ladles In ReUrement." 

The story 1» set In one ot the favorite locales 
of mystery movies, the misty moors of rural 
England. The main characters are elderly Eng- 
lish ladles, who from Lady MacBeth to Mr». 
Danvers have. In fiction at least, proved a sin- 
ister lot The plot concerns Itself with the 
murder of Miss Fiske, a reUred chorus girl 
living opulently and with good humour on the 
fruits of her youthful amouroua victories. 
Havoc Is brought Into her quiet life with the 
advent of her houaekeepert^wo;. sisters who 
are afXlicled by various eccentrldtles. When 
their penchants for tidying up the seashore and 
collecting dead birds proves too much to be 
borne. Miss Flske orders them from her house, 
The housekeeper, in order to protect her als- 
ters, murders Miss Fiske. 

The motive for the murder is the weakest 
thread in the fabric of the plot. Its Inadequacy 
is not, as it might have been, excuaod by the 
theme of family Insanity affecting the third 
sister, the housekeeper. She seems completely 
sane and only a very active Imagination can 
invent the explanation of insanity for the 
crime. 

"Ladles In Retirement" will Inevitably be 
called a psychological study which It it not 
The veneer of pseudo-psychology is applied 
too thinly to mask the essential shallowness of 
the story. It is, however, a picture which is 
well acted and produced with directorial fin- 
esse.' Those -wbo are familiar with the stage 
version In which Flora Robson played the 
housekeeper with auitable vindlctiveness, will 
not be disappointed with the performance of 
Ida Lupino who, perhaps surprisingly, displays 
fine talent and consistency in her playing, 
Isobel Elsom makes Miss Fisk« a refined Wife 
of Bath with considerable effect Eisa Lan- 
Chester and Edith .Barrett are sufficiently wild' 
eyed to be convincing as the mad sisters and 
Louis Hayward plays the part of the nephew 
with understanding. 

"Udlas in Retirement" is t wholly finished 
production, and . Is an «<lmirable example of 
the effective transplanting ot a vehicle from 
stage to screen. — M. S. W.

When Jim ia sent back East to brink 
back Bob's childhood swe^tlieart (Ann Ruth* 
erfprd) so that she and Bob can be married^ 
the drama' unfolds itself, and goès on to some 
very exciting action. Jim, as marshal, Is trou 
bled by the hold-ups of the stagecoach by 
white men disguised as Indians. Subsequently 
the town 'is )|ttacked by a tribè of bo«Ule In- 
dians and some tense action takes plaçe as thè 
hordes coine eharg ing In on horseback waving 
fiery wands to set fire to the village. The pic- 
ture Is brought to a conclusion with the ianfare 
of bugles as ûeneral Cufter and his. Seventh 
arrive. Incredible as it may seèm, to rèlieve the 
beseiged in the very nick of time. 

The comedy roles are well played by Hugh 
Herbert and Andy Devine, while Richard pix 
as Wild BlU upholds thi tradlU6n of the 
straight-shooters of the West. 

Added attracUon Is Crackèd NuU, which 
just about lives up to its title as a hilarious 
farce about an attempted swindle with a 
mechanical robot that was not mechanlcaL 
Mlscha Auer plays the part of the swindler 
with bis customary arrogance, while Stuàrt 
Irwin and Una Merkcl show up well u the 
small town sucker and his glrl-frlcnd.

Taking time off from a busy 
routine as head of the foreign book 
department of Tutln's Book Store in 
the Square, Paul Mueller, a former 
book salesman in Vienna, yesterday 
told the interesting story of his 
flight after Nazi occupation, and of 
his new start in life. 

Upon his father's death in 1924. 
Mueller took over the family book 
store and ran it successfully until 
the fateful day of March 13, 1937, 
when Adolf Hitler's legions invaded 
Vienna. On March. 14 the Nazis 
were in Mueller's store, as in all 
other book stores of Vienna, confis 
eating books of Jewish origin, and 
plastering swastikas on tho outside 

Mueller was soon afterwards put 
into concentration camp. His wife 
attempted to run the store during 
his absence despite :frcquent inter 
ruptions by the Nazis. Released 
after eight months, Mueller rcsolV' 
cd to come to what he calls the 
"land of freedom." " 

Selecting a name which oorre 
sponded to the maiden name of his 
wife from a New York telephone 
book, Mueller dispatched a letter 
which he hoped would, and which 
did, bring the affidavit necessary 
for U.S. entry Iromi an unknown 
benefactor. 

Mueller, delighted wl^SS^ew 
position and his life in Cambridge 
says, "I feel that I am in the heart 
of the American cultural centre,

External monotony is relieved 
by the green trim on the window 
sashes and by horizontal .wooden 
strips on the front which are also 
painted green. 

Inside there is a fair sized living 
room, three bedrooms, each 10 by 
12 feet a compact kitchen, a utility 
room and a small bathroom which 
is approximately four by four feet 
Each room has a small closet

International Student Service re 
ccntly announced the opening of 
Student Service bureau in Wash' 
ington, D.C. 

Purpose of the Washington ba 
reau is to provide students and 
members of faculties first-hand op 
portunities to study operations of 
the Federal government 

Joseph P. Lash, general secretary 
of ISS, gave reasons for establish 
ment of the new bureau:

down the gauntlet to the rapidly 
increasing tens of thousands of 
astrologers In this country today. 
This is the result of six months of 
exhaustive research by astronomers 
at Harvard. 

Everylwdy does not know that 
astrology is the bunk, the report 
shows. At the news stands wnere 
Harvard men buy their magazines, 
in Harvard Square, you can buy 
thirteen different astrological peri- 
odicals in ten minutes. The Boston 
Herald Traveler and the Boston 
American both run columns on 
astrology. * 

Quoting an article In Time maga- 
zine last fall. Dr. Bok said that 
enough money is spent on astrology 
in the United Slates each year to 
finance the building of fifteen 20O 
inch telescopes, such as the one now 
being built at a cost of eight mil- 
lion dollars. This telescope will 
double the range of present instru' 
ments. "Money spent on astrology 
helps nobody," Dr. Bok pointed out. 
Psychologists, Soolologlste Agree 
Gordon W. Allport '10, associate 
professor of Psychology, supported 
by the Executive Council ot the 
Society tor Psychological Study ot 
Social Issues made the statement 
that there is not the slightest bene 
fit from, or grounds for believing 
in astrology. -!-^ 

He further explained that in 
times of depression or war, when 
moral habits arc weakened, belief 
In the occult increases. Pitirlro A. 
Sorokin, professor of Sociology sup 
ported this view by declaring last 
night that in times of disintegration 
of society, like the present and like 
the time of the decay of the Roman 
Empire, a growing interest in 
astrology is likely to be one ot the 
manifestations of the social and cul- 
tural disintegration.

THE NEXT BEST THING 



Harvard has been subject to criti' 
cism from all sides in the past few 
years for failing to turn out liberal 
ly educated students, and one of the 
most pertinent of the claims^,has 
dealt with the. over-concentration 
allowed by the lenient rules on 
distribution. The Student Council 
recognized this defect in tlie present 
system in its Education Committee 
report of last June which proposed 
a system of five broad, introduct(H7 
courses to be required of all ' students. 
Now before the Faculty is a report 
from its Committee on Distribution 
which proposes a diftercnt solution 
designed to remedy this Achilles' 
heel in Harvard's educational sys 
tem. 

Essentially' the plan divides the 
curriculum into the three areas of 
the natural sciences, the social 
sciences, and the arts, letters and 
philosophy. Under this plan John 
Harvard '45 would be required to 
take at least one course in each of 
these three areas. He would be ex- 
posed to the scientific, the soclologl 
cal, and the philosophical methods 
ot tackling a problem. It would be 
an invaluable experience for him 
even if the pill is a bit hard to 
swalloW;,at:iirat In turn these areas 
arc sullidîvidëd Into sections which I 
contain similar fields of concentra- 
tion presented In the same manner. 
The important change, however, is 
that the student must take six 
courses outside of any one section. 
This will prevent the student from 
taking too many courses in any one 
field in order to make sure of pass- 
ing his general examinations in his 
Senior year. It will broaden the in- 
tellectual horizon of the honor stu- 
dent with a narrow viewpoint by 
forcing him to take more courses 
in closely related subjects. Certain 
courses will not be included in the

A free press, "Tho China Critic" 
is edited by Kwong Lee, a fourth 
year Medical student. The editorial 
board comprises Chinese students 
of Varsity and McGlU and sympa- 
thetic Canadians from the same 
colleges. The paper was originally 
published in magazine form In 
either Toronto or Montreal, al- 
though the last Issue was published 
in Kingston in newspaper form. 
All future issues are to be in maga* 
zine form. ' 

Kwong Lee came from China two 
years ago and saw the need of some 
organ for publicizing China's war 
effort. In co-operation with inter- 
ested students from Varsity and 
McGill, he formed an organization 
which Is now the editorial- board of 
"The Critic." At first the members 
gave lectures on the Oriental situ- 
ation to various clubs and partici- 
pated in many discussions on this 
subject Then the publication ot 
the paper began. It is financed 
partly with revenue from advertis- 
ing and partly with the savings of 
the students who are behind the 
paper. There are two Canadians 
on the editorial board, who arc in- 
terested in China because of mis- 
sionary work which they had done 
in the Orient 

To supplement the paper, which 
is published every two months, 
monthly bulletins are to be pub- 
lished in Toronto, Montreal, and 
Kingston. 

Mr. Lee said that the paper had 
ieceived' a sympatheUe response. 
However, he was quite surprised 
at the average Canadian's opinion 
about lite in China, He asserted 
that a street scene in a Chinese 
city was much the same as in Can* 
ada. When he graduates from 
Queen's as a doctor, Lee will re- 
turn to China to do his bit in re- 
lieving his suffering countrymen.

The old library, with its twin 
towers, was the. real centre of the 
campus in those days. Not unlike a 
river steamboat in shape, the build- 
ing was impressive with its many 
appendages. In one tower was the 
old University clock, in tho other 
the famous chhncs, modelled after 
those^jOt Jesus College,. England. . 

TwHtof^^day, at 557 and' 7.27, the 
chimerical melodies rang out over 
Ann Arbor, heralding the arrival 
and departure of the day, and many 
a sentimental undergraduate shed- 
an extra tear In his 'beer at the 
sound. , • 

The library, however, is best re 
membered tor its whispering gal- 
lery, a long, dark low room nm 
ning around the dome. The least 
whisper in one end of the room 
could be heard quite clearly any 
where in the room. 

Once, they say, a young lady from 
Ypsilantl ventured to Ann Arbor on 
a blind date. Standing at one end 
of the room with her girl friend, 
she whispered a few choice re- 
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marks about her date for the eve- 
ning. The hapless fellow standing 

at the opposite room heard— and 
only the blessed darkness concealed 
his blushes. 

The old library, with its ivy-cov- 
ered walls, was the first of Michi- 
gan's real library buildings. Michi- 
gan's first library— all 12 volumes 
ot it— was kept in the Detroit home 
ot C. C. Trowbridge, secretary to 
the Board of Regents. When it was 
moved to Ann Arbor, it was shunt- 
ed around from building to i)uild- 
ing, iintil the need for a separate 
library became so Imperative that 
in 1881 $100,000 was appropriated 
tor that purpose. The building was 
dedicated in 1883. 

The old building withstood three 
tires, and under the care of Byron 
A. "Pa" Finney, '71, Ubrarlan, served 
tmtil 1015 when appropriations were 
made for tho present library. "Pa" 
wasn't around to work in the new 
library, however, for in 1918 he re 
tired on a Carnegie pension. 

One of the largest libraries In the 
west with its 2S0.000 yoIumc^|the 
old building is best rcnnemiiered for 
Its many traditions— the whispering 
gallery, the famous old chimes, -and 
"Pa" Finney.
